WASHINGTON, July 20.—De- 


claring that nearly 2,000,000 per- 
sons can be provided with jobs 
under the 52.122,000,000 jobless re- 
lief bill. Senator Wagner (D) of 
New York, Senate leader in the 
fight, called on the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation to speed dis- 
tribution of the vast fund. 


The measure was on President 


Hoover's desk for signature today. 
Already demands for funds under 
the bill ar*e .before the 
Recon- 


struction Finance Corporation. 


With officials promising sympa- 


thetic administration of the act, 
Wagner expressed belief that con- 
ditions throughout the country can 
be materially unproved if 
the 


money is put to work at once. 


FINANCE PROJECTS 


Nearly 
$1,800,000,000 of 
the 


fund is provided to finance pro- 
jects which will employ labor, in- 
cluding highways, rivers and har- 
bors, slum removal 
housing pro- 


jects, bridges, tunnels, docks and 
similar works. 


Under the terms of the measure, 


funds will be loaned to states, 
cities and other political subdivis- 
ion, public corporations and limit- 
ed dividend housing corporations, 
for projects which will pay 
for 


themselves. 


"Projects providing employment 


on a large scale should be started 
in a very short time," Sen. Wag- 
ner. 
'Tl»is depends 
somewhat 


upon how vigorously the Finance 
Corporation and public agencies 
push the relief program. 


"Close to 2.000,000 men would 


be given work if the purpose of 
the act is carried out 
The work 


would be spread as far as possible 
by the provision requiring the 30- 
hour week to be used on all pro- 
jects 


"Although the amount provided 


is the very minimum of what the 
federal government should do, I 
think it will help tremendously." 


Projects which may be carried 


out under the act include, Thirty- 
eighth-st tunnel, New York; Tri- 
Borough bridge, New York; low.- 
rent tenement dwelling 
projects 


in several cities, Southern Califor- 


nia water development, San Fran- 
cisco bridges, and others of similar 
character in many parts of the 
country.

child with this disease may grow to 
abnormal adult life. 


Because the disease is not expect- 


ed to develop in children, it is often 
overlooked. It should always be 
suspected if a child drinks an un- 
usual amount of water and urinates 
frequently and copiously, for these 
are characteristics of children with 
diabetes. They have excellent ap- 
petites „also, yet lose weight. 
If 


these, signs are present the child 
should be taken to a physician for 
examination, and a 
sugar. 
test made for 


Regblate the Diet 


If diabetes is found, the child's 


diet should be regulated by the f am- 
ilv doctor, and if sugar continues 
after a strict diet has been followed, 
it will be necessary to use insulin. 


Children with diabetes usually 


are bright and quickly realize the 
importance of the treatment when 
the disease is explained to them. 
Th<>y readily understand the neces- 
sity for strict diet, and they require 
the same food as diabetic adults. 


These little patients should be 


taught to eat slowly and chew their 
food carefully, and it is best for 
them to rest before and after meals. 
If insulin is given, the child should 
rest after it is given, before eating. 


A definite schedule should be ar- 


ranged for each day, for diabetic 
children who are taught habit and 
routine overcome many of the 
handicaps of this disease. School 
work should be encouraged, but 
never forced. 


Not all c&ses of diabetes require 


insulin—^nly those where sugar 
persists in spite of rigid diet. Great 
benefit is derived from insulin when 
properly used. 


The Giving of Insulin 


The amount of insulin given at 


the beginning of treatment is grad- 
ually decreased, so that eventually 
the child receives a minimum 
amount. Never give insulin unless 
directed to do so by a physician. 
Insulin, which lowers the amount of 
sugar in the blood, should be fol- 
lowed by food to prevent the so- 
called "insulin reaction" that occurs 
when the sugar suddenly drops low. 


Many a parent becomes unduly 


alarmed when informed that a child 
has diabetes. 
Under proper care 


the diabetic child need not be con- 
sidered diseased. 
While the dia- 


betic child cannot eat like a normal 
child, his activities, growth and de- 
velopment need not be handicapped.
